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OPTIMISTIC REPORTS 
OF CROP CONDITIONS 


(Special to The Times) 

“Winnipeg, May 10.—The fine wea- 
ther of the past week and continuing 
warmth of the week-end make this 
week’s crop report of the agricultural 
department of the Canadian Pacific 
railway a very optimistic one. Rain 
varying from light showers to several 
‘hours precipitation covered all sec- 
tions of the three pririe provinces. 
While wheat seeding is not entirely 
completed, a great many have finish- 
ed and are proceeding with oats and 
barley, or getting land into shape for 
reception of these seeds. High winds 
have jeen unusually prevalent this 
spring, and hive had the effect of dry- 
ing out the top solly and causing 
some seed to be blown out, Subsoil 
moisture appears to be adequate ev- 
‘erywhere, taking everything into con- 
sideration, condition, are decidedly 
good and the rains of the weeke-nd 
furnished necessary moisture to create 
rapid germination, Winter crops of 
wheat, rye and alfalfa, concerning 
which there has been some misappre- 
hension owing to unusual winter con- 
ditions with less than average snow- 
fall, appear to have come through 
the ground in good shape. Labor sup- 
ply and demand appears to be about 
normal for this time of the year. 

Good rains over the province of 
Manitoba have made possible good pro- 
gress with seeding during the past 
week. Ninety to one hundred per cent 
wheat has gone into the ground and 
25 to 40 per cent of the coarse grain. 
The soil generally was in good shape 
to receive the grain and earlier sown 
wheat is already showing a healthy 
stand above ground. Some seed on 
lighter soil has been blown by high 
winds, especially on farms given ex- 
clusively to growing grains without 
system of rotation or application of 
fertilizers. The acreage under coarse 
grains will be larger than last year, 
and farmers after preparing their 
land are waiting for weeds to germin- 
ate so that they can be cultivated out 
and destroyed before the crop is seed- 
ed. 

Ideal conditions prevail in Saslat- 


chewan, 65. to. 90. per, cent. of wheat 


has been sown, and from 15 to 20 
per cent of coarse grains. In south- 
ern districts all wheat seeding has 
now. practically been accomplished. 
High winds and seed drifting will 
necessitate re-seeding in some in- 
stances hut general damage from this 
cause is not great. Considerable per- 
centage of early sown wheat is now 
showing and moisture of sub-soil is 
satisfactory. Egg and dairy ship- 
ments show a substantial increase 
over last year’s same period. 

Fairly liberal rainfall is reported in 
Alberta during the week-end in all dis- 
tricts except the southeast. This sec- 
tion needs precipitaion as surface is 
dry, though subsoil is moist. Consid- 
erable drifting has occurred but the 
damage is not extensive. Spring con- 
ditions through the province are excel- 
lent. Spring work is well advanced 
and seeding of wheat should be com- 
pleted, weather permitting, before the 
end of the week. First seeded por- 


wheat crop. 75 to 85 per cent of the 
wheat has been sown in southern Al- 
berta and about 35 per cent to 45 per 
cent of oats and barley, and in the 
central and northern sections from 
50 to 75 per cent of wheat and 25 to 
30 per cent of coarser grains. Rye, 
fall wheat and alfalfa are reported 
looking well, and an increase of from 
25 to 50 per cent in corn and clover 
acreage is expected in most sections 
of the province. 

Cool weather with good showers is 
reported from most parts of British 
Columbia, Conditions are favorable. 
The fruit crop promises to be good, 
especially strawberries, raspberries, 
loganberries, ete. Sweet cherries 
show signs of being very early, and in 
the Okanagan are half their size now. 
The season is generally earlier every: 
where. Fall and spring grains are 
looking well so far. Insect pests 
are about as usual but it is thought 
the tent caterpillar will not be in 
evidence this year. Prospects for ir- 
rigation water supply seem fairly 
good, Blossom season is now past on 
early apples and late apples are now 
coming into full bloom.

lightening address on the subject of 
marketing. He referred briefly to 
the wheat and cattle pools, and was 
of the opinion that there would be a 
great struggle during the next few 
years as the old line companies would 
do everything in their power to re- 
capture and retain the control of the 
marketing of the millions of bushels 
of wheat produced on the prairies. 
The wheat pool had been-a big suc- 
cess, and he urged that the farmers 
cooperate and cordinate for their own 
best interests, 


The Minister also referred to the 
difficulty the stock pool had at Cal- 
gary recently and spoke of the reso- 
lutions he had introduced at the 
meetings of the Stockmen’s Associa- 
tion to improve shipping and market- 
ing conditions. As each province has 
different regulations the federal au- 
thorities should control the market- 
ing of stock, thereby having a uni- 
form system. 

The dairy business in Alberta had 
developed very rapidly during the past 
few years, and the province has 
grown from an importer to a very 
large exporter. Dairying now has a 
place which it never had before, and 
one of the causes of this condition is 
that the farmer receives ready money 
for his cream as soon as it is mar- 
keted. The small dairyman ‘is pro- 
ducing better and higher priced stuff 
than ever before which is brought 
about by economic conditions. A few 
days ago, a man from Smithfield, 
London, England, conferred with the 
minister about the best methods of 
packing Alberta butter to meet the 
“taatidious tastes of the’ British ‘indr- 
ket. A few years ago Alberta and 
Saskatchewan never thought of  ex- 
porting butter, but now thousands of 
pounds are shipped to the London 
market, and there is an unlimited 
market for all the best grade butter 
that Alberta can produce. 

Mr, Hoadley then referred to the 
opening of the market in Japan for 
our fat cattle and to some of the dif- 
ficulties that were encountered in 
endeavoring to establish a market in 
the Orient. But now a market has 
been opened and there is a request 
for our cattle there, The market 
has been made possible by the reduc- 
tion in boat rates by the transporta- 
tion companies from $100.00 to $37.50 
a head, Japan ate §,000 head of 
horses last year, while Belgium dis- 
posed of about 3,700 head. These are 
possible markets for our undesirable 
horses, but the market has to be de- 
veloped, 

During the past year Japan consum- 
ed more flour and wheat than was 
shipped from Vancouver in previous 


they have changed their way of liv- 
ing. The next generation will see a 
tremendous market westward as there 
is no limit to it. 

Mr. Hoadley then told the gather- 
ing of the progress made in the de- 
velopment and marketing of register- 
ed seed grain. A few years ago 
our best wheat and oats were taken 
to the elevator, and when the ship- 
ments reached the head of the great 
lakes, the best grain was sent to the 
United States and other parts of the 
world as choice seed grain. Last year 
the department sold over 7000 bushels 
of pedigreed wheat and oats raised in 
this province to ten states in the un- 
ion, to Great Britain, and to other 
parts of the world, This had the ef- 
fect of stimulating cleaner and bet- 
ter farming in Alberta, 

He also referred briefly to the 
egg and poultry pool, and prophesied 
that this would also be very success: 
ful in a short time. 

The greatest need at the present 
time is the getting of the right kind

With the conditions prevailing We- 
taskiwin should not assume any cap- 
ital liabilities even though they are 
to be paid for out of the accumulated 
cash surplus of the utilities and the 
general account of the city, unless the 
work is absolutely necessary, and We- 
taskiwin’s aim should continue to be 
that of holding all expenditures at 
the lowest possible point and to un- 
dertake nothing but the most urgent 
new work until the refunding arrange- 
ment now in force has been disposed 
of. 

The Board recognizes, however, 
that it is through the operation of the 
gas wells that it has been possible 
for the electric light department to 
take care of all its abilities, includ- 
ing debenture requirements, and to 
build up an operating surplus and,

as a two million foot flow and nothing 
fo encourage the city of Wetaskiwin 
in expecting to strike a large amount 
of pas, even at a much greater depth 
than it is now proposed to go.

CARS PER POPULATION

Cardston is being inundated by 
peddlers, peddlers of clothing, of 
books, of brushes, and of varied 
trinklets of all kinds. The people of 
Cardston should stop and think twice 
before they buy anything from these 
transients, The home merchant us- 
ually supplies everytiiag for our re- 
quirements. To which of these men, 
the home town merchant or the 
house to house, person to person, 
transient peddler, does the credit for 
Cardston’s progress belong? 

Which of these two people, the 
home merchant or the peddler, con- 
tributes to the support of our school 
and community progress? Which is 
always glad to give his personal as- 
sistance and his financial aid jn 
backing any movement that gives a 
promise of bettering Cardston’s civic 
status? Which of these two people 
contributed $200 in one day to the 
baseball finances of Cardston, and yet 
from which did you buy your last suit 
of clothes? Which is ready with a 
stock of highest quality merchandise 
so that you can buy without the least 
inconvenience? Which of these two 
classes of people pay the taxes that 
are used for the improvement of our 
streets, our park, our lighting sys- 
tem, or any other facility which makes 
our town what it is? 

The answer to. these questions 
should determine your patronage. 
If every citizen of Cardston were 
loyal enough to his community and 
himself, the transient peddler would 
find so little business here that he 
would leave before nightfall, As it 
is, Cardston seems to be the mecca for 
these transients.

Taking Over 
“The News” 


The purchase of “The News” by the- 


Advocate, which has taken effect this 
week, has, as its underlying cause, 
the economic conditions which have 
affected the weekly newspaper and 
job printing business on this conti- 
nent since the war. The doubling of 
the cost of labor, of paper, of machin- 
ery, of type, etc., as compared with 
pre-war conditions, has rendered 
much heavier investments and charges 
necessary to main tain and improve 
modern standards, and has forced the 
consolidation of dailies and weeklies 
all over the continent. In Alberta in 
1922 there were six two-weekly towns, 
in 1925 there were three. Two papers 
in a place about the size of Red Deer 
must find, and have found, increasing 
labor and decreased return with the 
changing conditions of trade in the 
printing and newspaper publishing 
business, while the burden of cost on 
the advertising community has be- 
come in such cases almost too heavy 
for the benefits derived. Red Deer 
town and district no doubt will miss 
the two-paper service for a while—it 
had advantages at times for some in- 
terests. The semi-weekly is another 
vanishing phase of newspaper publi- 
cation; there are now only six semi- 
weeklies in Canada west of Fort Wil- 
liam, and none in Alberta. In the 
same territory there were also 36 
dailies, 3 tri-weeklies, and 442 week- 
lies at December 31, 1925.—Red Deer 
Advocate.

During 
the war Britain limited its coal ex- 
port, with the result that Italy, which 
was dependent upon British coal, sup- 
plemented the limited supply by oth- 
nations 
adopted similar methods and found 
at they could carry on without the

markets he discovered that he could 


not sell such quantities of coal be- 
cause of other processes for power 
and also because of added competl- 


tion from other nations. France 
took much of the reparation money, 
part of which might have gone to 
Britain for war debts, in re-equipping 
its coal mines, both old mines and 
newly acquired mines, with the most 
modern machinery, with the result 
that it could undersell the British 
coal producer in his own market. 

The British coal producer as a rule 
could not meet expenses and was in 
a condition of bankruptcy. The coal 
commission investigating coal condi- 
tions discovered that 73 per cent of 
the output of the collieries in the 
kingdom was raised at a loss, Realiz- 
ing this fact the government since 
the war have been continuing the 
subsidy to the coal operators. That 
subsidy, which was extended last 
June for nine months, cost in- that 
lime 20 million pounds. It is plain 
enough that the country cannot con- 
tinue the subsidy indefinitely. 

The government has removed the 
subsidy and the mine owners have 
asked the miners to work longer 
hours and take less pay. The mine 
owners cannot afford to pay more. 
The miners cannot aford to live on 
a less wage. The labor men through- 
out the nation are convinced that a 
reduction in the wages of miners will 
inevitably mean a reduction in the 
wages of all other citizens. That is 
the reason for the general strike. 

The present labor trouble differs 
from all other labor difficulties be- 
cause the strike, which ever way it 
goes, in itself cannot end the diffi- 
culty. If the men win, the operators 
will not be able to pay the present 
rate of wages, under existing condi- 
tions. If they lose they will not be 
able to live on the reduced wage. 

The problem of putting the indus- 
try on its feet has got beyond one of 
employer and employe. It is the busi- 
ness of the government. The coal 
commission which invested conditions 
made a comprehensive report in which 
it strenuously opposed any renewal of 
the subsidy. It planned a reorganiza- 
tion, and whatever may be the out- 
come of the present trouble, that 
must come eventually. The commis- 
sion report recommended the pur: 
chase of royalties by the state. At 
present they are owned not by the 
state, and not by the operators, but 
by vested interests which have done 
nothing for the industry but take toll 
on their ownership, which in many 
instances, is centuries old. Jt also re- 
commended the amalgamation — of 
smaller units of production; coopera: 
tion in marketing and in many cases 
the closing up of the mines. The com- 
mission also recommended a lowering, 
temporarily, of wage standards and a 
temporary sacrifice by the men in 
the industry. ; 

The men decline to make the saeri- 
fice and are resorting to the strike, 
not merely to maintain their wages, 
but to force a reorganization of the 
industry, which to the labor people, 
means the complete nationalization 
of the mining industry.

THE STORY OF 


GARNET WHEAT 


(By L. P. Erickson) 
Wheat worth $230 per acre sounds 


like a myth, but it is nevertheless a 


proved fact, and it was accomplished 
in central Alberta where a farmer in 
the spring of 1925 purchased ten bus- 
hels of the new Garnet wheat, which 
he seeded on seven acres of summer 
fallowed land. The yield was 335 
busheis, or 46 bushels per acre. The 
wheat he disposed of at $5 a bushel, 
and he could have sold many times 
that amount at the same price, and 
this is not an isolated case of what 
the Garnet has accomplished. 

Here is another example—this one 
is from the northern part of the pro- 
vince, where a farmer in the spring 
of 1923 procured one half bushel of 
the wheat. This he seeded on one 
acre of summer fallowed land, and it 
yielded 60 times the seed, or 30 bus- 
hels. This in 1924 was increased to 
600 bushels, of which 450 was dis- 
posed of for $2,250. j

ers are so eager to pay such a high 
price: for: the seed, is that it matures 
very early and at the same time gives 
a high yield.

fessor W. J. Spillman, of the bureau of 
agriculture economics at Washington, 
D.C., three\years ago said that Can- 
ada in the near future would be able 
to produce as much wheat as the 
world is consuming at present, or five 
times as much as it is now producing. 

With the development of early ma- 
turing varieties of wheat, Canada has 
in the last quarter of a century jump- 
ed from being a non-exporter until it 
at present is the worid’s reading wheat 
exporting country, both in quantity 
and quality. 

The varieties of wheat grown 25 
years ago required from 130 to 140 
days to mature, Marquis eut that 
down to about 122 days, but Garnet is 
still ten to twelve days earlier than 
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black or fancy bands.

The ad- 
vantage of this seems to be great. If 
at times what is uttered seems to be 
a re-echo of what was said in bygone 
times that does not matter in the 
least, for each teacher has to learn 
the lessons of her craft anew. More 
“helpful than any other addresses, 
‘ however, are those from visitors from 
abroad, who, because they tell of 
new ventures and applications in 
school procedure, become an inspira- 
tion to the rank and file. Among re- 
cent suggestions that may bear fruit 
are two worthy of serious considera- 
tion. First there is the advocacy of 
adult education, This does not mean 
merely training for occupation, but 
‘to make full use of leisure time, Were 
people to spend their leisure time 
wisely there would be less crime, less 
destructive criticism, less commun- 
ism, Really there is no limit to the 
education that might be offered to 
adults—training in home-making, citi- 
zenship, intelligent business action, 
art and science, history and geo- 
graphy. In the second place is the 
suggestion that every good citizen 
should learn to speak at least two 
mother-tongue | and 
his step-mother tongue. This is par- 
| ticularly true for Canada. Every man 
should move in the smaller circle of 
his immediate friends where he can 
be of most service, and in the larger 
| circle of Canadian citizenship in 
which he finds his higher relation- 
‘ships. Canadians should speak Eng- 
‘lish and French as well as the lan- 
guage learned at the mother's knee, 
‘if this be other than the two named.

THE GREAT STRIKE 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


(By J. H. Hodson) 

The industrial workers of Great 
Britain are the most highly organized 
of the labor elements of the world. 
And a great part of them have ceased 
work, which means that a very ser- 
ious industrial war is in progress. A 
war that has threatened for some 
time and which was inevitable, for 
the demands of labor for a more 
equitable distribution of the rewards 
from industry which have been insist- 
ed upon with increasing determina- 
tion and have not produced results 
that are considered adequate to meet 
the demand of justice nor sufficient 
to insure a state of well-being for the 
workers that they have learned to 
think of as their due. 

This great strike which promises 
the most far-reaching effect on the 
world at large is of peculiar interest 
to Canada, for internal industrial 
strife among a people who consume 
so much of our surplus products must 


adversely affect the 
which we most rely. 

This great strike is like a rash—as 
of measles—the outward and visible 
sign of a state of disease which has 
been contracted in a body suffering 
from lowered vitality due to overwork 
and undernourishment. 

In Great Britain political freedom 
was first won, and it was there that 
modern industry was cradled. The} 
nation grew rich; | 


market —upori 


but the conditions | 
under which her workers continued to 
live was and is incompatible with the 
progress that the world has made. 
Their condition is not so bad as when 
Dickens took it as his subject for his 
poignant prose, and Tennyson sang 
of it in critical verse; but the improve: | 
ments are not great enough to bring 
the scales of justice between the la- 
borers and the rest of the world toa 
state approaching equilibrium. And 
the strike is a symptom of the unbal- 
ance of a comparatively young indus- 
trial world under a financial system 
that was set up by the Hebrews bhe- 
fore Christ was born. A symtem that 
permits the drones in an_ industrial} 
hive to profit and multiply until the 
burden is so great as to call for 
heroic and strenuous protest. 

The strikers in Great Britain are 
conducting themselves, for the most 
part, in a pasgsionless and grimly de- 
termined manner that seems to point 
to a great seriousness of a unique 
situation in which there are potential- 
ities of great evil—and of great good. 

It was of the British, after some ex- 
perience with them, that Napoleon 
said: “They continued ‘to fight after 
defeats that other nations would ac- 
cept as final, and then, later, invar- | 
iably win the last battle of their 
wars, It is the rank and file of these 
same British who are now taking part 
in a great industrial battle, and they 
have for their leaders men that are 
uncommonly bright. 

The British are a stiff-necked and 
stubborn people who, having once 
achieved commercial supremacy, have 
thought they could always success- 
fully compete with neighbors, who 


were willing to work more hours and 
for less wages than themselves; and 
they so competed until latterly they 
have lost ground in the race for com- 
mercial supremacy. They look to Am- 
erica and feel that they should enjoy 
the high wages and conditions of liv- 
ing that prevail there, but disdain 
their fiseal system that is designed 
to protect the workers of that country 
from competition of cheap goods from 
countries whose standards of living 
are below their own. 

The British have in the past always 
proved themselves to be amenable to 
social adjustments; but it seems that 
in all their serious undertakings that 
it is necessary that defeat must al- 
most overtake them before victory 
comes. The country and the people 
are now passing through dark hours;
